At that hour two buildings of the 
big plant were 
in ruins, 
building 
num ber 33, the starch powder house, 
w here the blast occurred, being re­ 
duced to a mass 
of 
smouldering 
debrir, and building 
No. 
27, 
the 
starch house, still blazing, its walls 
standing but giving off heat so in­ 
tense that no effort could be made 
to search for bodies. 
Although ordinarily 250 men were 
employed in the starch house, accord 
ing to Frank Velde, manager, only 
72 men were 
in the 
starch 
house 
w here the explosion occurred, ac­ 
cording to the best information he 
had. 
H e and Superintendent Law­ 
son refrained from offering any est! 
m ate of the dead and injured until 
they could obtain defiite informa­ 
tion. 
When the blast occurred, relatives

Peoria, eleven miles distant, 
gave first aid to the injured before 
they were removed to Peoria and 
Pekin hospitals.

W ater froze on the ruins and gave 
an icy mantle to the blackened walls 
of che starch house and debris of the

Five men working in five box cars 
about 30 feet from building 33 were 
m issing and are believed 
to 
have 
been killed as the cars were des­ 
troyed by the explosion.

bv the concussion which shattered 
all windows leaving only he steel 
skeletons of the window frames. 
Many of the victims believed to 
have lost their lives were said to 
have been trapped in the basement 
of the starch powder house and be­ 
lieved to have had no chance to es­ 
cape. 
The heat w*as so intense that ex­ 
cept for those who staggered out or 
helped out by others, there was little 
chance to rescue those caught in the 
starch powder house which br* st in­ 
to flames which quickly set ablaze

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 3 — United States 
District Judge Paris yesterday over­ 
ruled the recommendation of Special 
M aster Lamm for the issuance by the 
United Railways of $4,100,000 receiv­ 
er's certificates to retire underlying 
bonds and leave to pay $600,000 in 
interest due yesterday on the general 
mortgage issue of $30,300,000 in 4 
per cent bonds.

other farm commodities, the state­ 
ment declared, and continued: 
“The farmer’s purchasing power is 
more favorable at the opening of 1924 
than at the beginning of 1923, as the 
figure is now 75 compared to 68 last 
January. 
The 
farmer’s 
position 
should gradually become more favor­ 
able during the coming year to the 
degree that adjustments come in the 
prices of supplies that he and his 
family must buy. 
“The total farm crop acreage for 
1924 will probably not show much 
change from 1923. The wheat acre­ 
age seeded for 1924 shows a decrease 
of 25 per cent, amounting to 742,000 
acres. The 
seeded 
area—2,225,000 
acres—is back to the pre-war aver­ 
age. The 1924 corn acreage outlook 
Is larger than that of 1923 by five to 
ten per cent, depending somewhat on 
corn prices next March and April. 
“The 1924 
acreage 
of oats will 
probably be increased five or more 
per 
cent, 
depending 
considerably 
upon the spring price of corn. 
The 
acreage of hay 
will 
bo 
increased 
quite generally from five to twenty 
per cent, 
principally 
in clover to 
make up for the loss in 1923. 
“The acreage of soybeans will evi­ 
dently be again increased, depending 
upon the season. 
This crop having 
moved from 
eleventh 
to 
seventh 
place in acreage of state crops dur­ 
ing 1923. 
“The 1924 acreage in cotton out­ 
look is now ten per cent or more in­ 
crease, as several southeastern coun­ 
ties decreased their wheat acreage 
last fall. The increase will be great­ 
est in Scott, 
Mississippi 
and New 
Madrid Counties and plantings are to 
be made further north than for 50 
years past. 
“Land prices should hold their own 
or become stronger during the next 
twelve months. As in 1923, some fur­ 
ther elimination may be expected of 
those farmers who are heavily in­ 
volved, but it will be confined to scat­ 
tered individuals. 
Farm labor will 
probably continue in lesser measure 
artist.

the stiffly beaten whites of the egg>. 
Turn Into a buttered baking dish, 
set into a pan of hot w ater and 
bake in a m oderate oven.

Spanish Sauce.—Melt three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter, add three 
tablespoonfuls of flour, stir until 
well blended, then pour en grad­ 
ually one cupful of milk and one- 
half cupful of cream. 
When boil­ 
ing add one-half cupful of pimen­ 
tos put through a sieve, one tea­ 
spoonful of salt, a little red pepper 
and a dash of paprika. 
Salmon may be served as salad, 
with lettuce, as stuffing for green 
peppers, creamed in timbale cases, 
scrambled with eggs, in chowder, 
with egg sauce and boiled potatoes, 
or molded In fish aspic.
